1749, when a treaty was held at Falmcuib, 
by Commiſſioners from the General 
Court, and the Chiefs of the Indian tribes, 
by whom a former treaty, with Tome ad- 
litions, was renewed. 
Peace, between France, ad England, 
took place in the year 1748, and war was 
gain declared in 1756 ; but, in the Sum- 
mer of 55, a body of Indians appeared at 
iteckbridge, killed ſeveral perſons, and did 
conſiderable miſchief, in killing cattle, &c. 

In June, the fame ſummer, a number 
of perſons being at work in the meadow, - 
it the upper. part of Charlemont, were fir- 
d on by a party of the enemy; not fo

Join a circumſtantial account, ''of what is 
called the Fall Fe, which "happened in 
May, 1676. 

The following, 1 have e in part, 
from Hubbard's hiſtory: of the Indian 
wars ; but principally, from an atteſted 
copy of a manuſeript, written by ſome 
gentlemen who were in the action. 

SeveRAL-large bodies of Indians had 
aſſembled at different places about Deer- 
. field. Two tribes had ſeated ' themſelves 
at the falls, one on the Eaſt, and the oth- 
er on the Weſt fide of the river... A lit- 
tle below the falls, upon an iſland, was 
another tribe. Another had placed them- 
ſelves on the Weſt fide of the river, at a 
little diſtance above the falls: And a fifth 
had taken their reſidence at Cheap/ide. 
TPheſe Indians, being previouſly in- 

formed, by fame of their 9 that 
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the forces were ne e 
from the neighbouring towns, had im- 
prudently fallen into a ſtate of ſecurity. 
The inhabitants being informed of this, 
by ſome priſoners, who had been ſo for- 
tunate as to make their eſcape, determin- 5 
ed to improve the opportunity, and if 
poſſible, extirpate them from this part of 
the country. All the ſoldiers, who could 
be raiſed, for this almoſt deſperate expe- 
dition, both from the militia, and the 
ſtanding forces, amounted to only one 
hundred and ſixty. The ſtanding forces 
were commanded by Capt. Turner, of _ 
Boon, The volunteers by their own offi- 
cers. "Thoſe from Springfield, by Capt. 
Holyoke; from Northampton, by enſign 
Lyman ; from Hadley, and Hatfield, by 
ſergeants Kellogg, and Dickinſon. The 
Rev. Hope Atherton, miniſter of the 
Goſpel, at Hafſicld, a gentleman of pub- 
lic ſpirit, accompanied the army. The 
pilots were Meſſrs. Benyar min Wait, and 
Experience Hinſdale. 15 
Theſe troops marched from Hatfield, 
May 17th, 1676, a little before! night. 
Paſſing Deerfield River, at Cheapſide, they 
vere heard by the Indian ſentinel, who 
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= immediately alarmed the tribe, infozm- hei 
ing them, chat horſes had paſſed the riv- o 
er. Search was made, at the uſual ford- num 
ing place, which our troops had happily in tl 
_ © miſſed, having by miſtake, croſſed a lit- er, 
tle above, and the enemy finding no tracks, then 
concluded, that their ſentry had been de- ng 1 
ceived; and that what he heard, muſt Mdles, 
have been the noiſe of Mooſe, paſſing the MWdaſh: 
river near the fording place. Meeting bad 
with no oppoſition from this tribe, our unde 
troops marched on, tilt they came to the und 
falls. It was now about the break of In 
day. According to their wiſhes, our 
army found the enemy in an unguarded 
ſituation, without even a tentinel. The 
reaſon why, at this time, they were thus 
lurpriſingly unguarded; was, the evening 
before they had been rioting upon milk, 
and roaſt beef, having been pillaging cows 
from the neighbouring towns, When 
the day opened; fo that our army could 
_ diſtinguiſh friends from foes, they march- 
ed up and began the attack, by firing in- 
to the wigtams. The Indians awaking 
in ſurpriſe, and in their conſternation ſup- 
poſing that they were attacked by their 
native enemies, cried, Mohatwks. ! M. 
 bawks ! They ſoon, however, diſcovered

However, they did not faint : by the 
good providence of Gop they were carried through 
the winter. It was faid by the ancient people, that 
the following winter was remarkably favorable; in- 
ſomuch that they plowed their lands in the midſt 
of winter. The town was ſoon rebuilt, and re- 
turned to its former ſtate; and has never we 


ſuffe red greatly by the Indians. 


Turn was afterward a Leonard killed on the. 
weſt fide of the river; I ſuppoſe it was the father 
of thoſe of that name who now reſide there. At 
Pecowſick were ſix killed, the ſpring following the 
deſtruction of the town, three outright ;. two wo- 


men with their children, who were captivated, 4

They were a worthy ſet of people: but 
they are gone; and this place which has known 
them, ſhall know them no more. And the chil-' 
dren are riſen up in the ſtead of their fathers: may 
you, my dear people, prove yourſelves worthy of 
ſuch anceſtors. . ee METS ST08 
How ſhort is human life! How quick does one 
generation ſucceed another ! there are now upon 
the ſtage, ſome of the eighth generation of the ſam- 
ty of the Pynchons in 139 years. My brethren, 
former generations are paſſed away, and this preſent 
eneration ' muſt ſoon follow them, and make way 
or others. Within a few years, every ſingle perſon 
in this afſembly will be in the grave. It is extreme 
folly in us, to ſet our hearts upon a world we muſt 
ſo ſoon leave; and it is our higheſt wiſdom to lay 
up treaſure in heaven ; and prepare for that eternal 
ftate, which ſucceeds this ſhort life. 1
